SUBJECT WAS 'WAR BREAD" 

Crisis is Now Past as Far as 
Shortage of Wheat Fhiur 
is Concemied 



Dr. V. J. Haiidinc addressed the first 
meeting of the McOill Chemical 6o^ 
ciety for the new year, last night, in 
the Chemistry and Mining Building, 
The subject taken was thai of "War^ 
Bread," and a very intercatins meet- 
ing resulted. 

In his iutradudory ranarks, 'Dr. 
Harding pointed out that the crista in 
so ftu- as a shortage of wibeat flour 
was concerned, bad passed, unless 
conditions in Germany and ' Austria 
were such that the whole world would 
have tQ go on ration io-order that 
everyone might be fed. The condition 
in Europe, liowever, during 1917 and 
1918 waa critical in so far as the 
cereal supply was concerned. The 
1017 crop turned out a yield only 60 
I per cent, that of the previous year, 
^due probably to shortage of labour, 
I agricultural implements and several 
other factors, In consequence, it was 
necessary for the United States end 
Canada to reduce their consumption 
of. wheat flour somewhat in order to 
make good the deficiency amongst 
our Uiuopean Allies. The calculated 
consiiiiiption on this continent of 
wlioai was 18.5 lbs. per person per 
month, which had to be ■ rei^ced to 
.13.6 lbs. European population de- 
fpends very largely upon cereals to 
make up its dietary. In England 30 
'per cent .of the diet U composed of 
cerealisi - in ; Italy '46 per cent; and ?in 
France «8 much aa 60 per cent. The 
problem of changing the dietetic habits 
of a nation Is fraught with many dif- 
flcultles, botli physical and pbycbolog- 
,lcal. 

■ From the milling stendpoint, the 
j wheat berry consists of three parts— 
the husk, the endosperm and the em- 
Ibryo, ami by regulating the degree of 
milling it is possible to separate these 
different parts. The regular practice 
formerly was to mill up <to about 75 
per cent, of the berry. If 80 per cent, 
were reached, then bran appeared in 
the flour. Different grades and frac- 
tions were thus obtained, designated 
by various trade nances. Pure white, 
graham and whole wheat flours are 
well known.

I or other purposes. They submit the 
tollowring conclusions: That for com- 
mercial success speed is probably the 
moat material factor. 

That 'lor commercial success thé' 
speed needed depends very proaily 
on lUe conditions oi! couipcUng me- 
thods. Beiwetni large centers con- 
nected by direct high speed railways, 
ground speeds of 100 miles an hour 
are désirable; but for linking places 
between which the railway service 
is slow or interrupted by sea cross- 
ings, lower speeds will be found com- 
mercially practicable. ' 

That In view nf crrtain disadvan- 
tages of high landing speed, efforts 
should be made to keep loading as 
tow as possible consistently with se- 
curing a commercial rate of speed 
and to provide for aerodromes and 
landing places posscsains the best 
possible surfaces, and ih.it it may well 
be hoped that future inventions and 
improvements in design will enable a 
lower landing speed to be attained 
without sacrifice of flylnpt speed. 

From the lomniorrial point of view 
there were obvious advantages, ihr 
report odds, in having airships of 
large size. The " rigid type offered 
certain adranlages over the non- 
rigid. It waR oF.ti mated ihat the prime 
cost per poimd of disposable load in 
the case of a rigid airship was about 
half that In the case of an aeroplane 
The economic limit of the journey 
without landlUR was alioul l.oon mile:; 
In the case of an air-ship, as eompand 
with 500 miles In that of 4» erroplane. 
The airship had the adv(inlase of a 
i Kreater load capacity, hut Us .ipcvd 
I under present enndithins was slower, 
being probably not more iIkiii fin miles 
an hour. Airships would he open to 
keener compctlliou from lall trans- 
port than from steamships, as they 
would have a marked advantage over 
the latter as to speed. The post of 
handling and limisin:; air.'liips would 
be higher than that ot aeroplanes. 

General goods tj-afflc, the report 
stAies, will have to take tho form nf 
express parcels, usually "f snwill 
wpishl. Articles siicU as lace, .jewel?, 
precious metals, etc.. might be l arrl-i! 
by air because of their high value, .md 
also perishable and seasonal goods 
such as fruit and flowers, and also 
newspapers and perlndicals, and 
articles that are needed quickly for 
commercial purposes.

.There was nothing impossible, giv- 
en ' the proper faciliitles. in seodteg 
malls by atr from Limdon to Calcutta 
In four days, as against 16 days (mini- 
mum), or from London to Johannes- 
burg in six d.ays as against 19. 

When the importance to busineas of 
full and rapid communication àHi tbe 
great cost of trans-ocean cabling la 
remeinbered, it appears the commit- 
tee state, perfectly reasonable to an- 
ticipate that peopl" wUl be wUHag to 
pay a price an ounce for lottos car- 
ried by aircraft sufficient' ta make 
these long-distanre air mall service» 
commercially profitable. 

In the case of services from London 
to large provincial towns, it might be 
said to require a flight of at least 
three hours, at an average, say. of 10O 
miles an hour, for the speed of an air- 
mail service to reveal itself and for 
this speed to offer a sufficiently mark- 
ed saving of time over land tsanstt. 
They add that it would appear neces- 
.«ary 10 eharso some high fee, siich as 
Ik. or more per le.tler. If there was 
to be any hope of an alr-raail service 
proving remuneraHve. 

The exlKcnries of the war bad al 
ready led to the establishment in all 
parts of the country of aerodromes 
and landing places with an equip- 
ment fully sufficient to deal with any 
civil air traffic to be expected in the 
earlier days of p(»ace. 

The committee contemplate the 
syslemaite or^'anlzatlon of existing re- 
sourcoi-. in the ïhapc of aerodromes, 
pilots, and siiiiulile machines, so tha.t 
passenger craft, flown bx skilled and 
reliable men, could be hired at ao 
inueli i)er mile or day for rapid jour 
nevH. 1 1 .Oiould be possible, they 
add, (o .-uranKe things so tha,t a busy 
man iniahl engage a machine for a 
journey fix)ni. London to Dublin, Parts, 
Stockholm, or the tike by telephone 
from any post office or convenient 
public office. The development of 
services of this kind in their earlier 
stages might provide an outlet for a 
certain number of surplus military 
machines of a type adaptable to pas- 
;h user carrying. 

Tho special committee upon the 
question of labor expressed the opin- 
ion that there was no possibility of 
setting up a model type of industrial 
organization applicable either to the 
whole of the labor employed in air- 
craft manufacture or to separate 
groups of labour so employed. Mr. 
II. G. Wells, who was the chairman 
of the commit lee, does not sign the 
report, and submits a long memoran- 
dum in which ho 'claims that the com- 
mittee have failed to rlirt to thetr 
opporluiiity. 

The committee point out that t 
fruitful field for the development of 
civil aeronautics Is offered by the 
Dominions and India with their great 
arèas. "It requires but little imagin- 
ation to onvlsare the possibilities ot 
aerial communication In such a coun 
try a* Canada, where the journey 
from Halifax lo Victoria Is one of 
nearly 3,000 miles, passing through 
such centers as Quebec, Montreal, Ot- 
tawa, Toronto, Winnipeg, Calgary and 



Vancouver; or in Anstxalia where a 
journey round the coast fr«n Bris- 
bane to Perth, through Sydney, Mel- 
bourne and Adelaide, is slightly 
longer; or in the Union of South 
Africa, where a journey from Cape 
Town to Johannesburg is one of 800 
mfies. sad leads oa. to Btiltiwayo or 
Salisbury, and thence across North- 
ern Rhodesia, and what was once 
German East Africa, to British East 
Africa, the Nile Valley and Cairo. It 
is obvious how important a bearing 
the improTemsnt in inter-imperial 
communication is likely to have on 
that greatest of problems, the prob- 
lem ot the future relatlott to one an- 
other ot the self-governing states of 
the British Empire. 

The committee add that aerial ser- 
vices will be paKlcularly valuable in 
countries where other means ot 00m- 
munleatifflu are few and difficult They 
emphasize the need for speedy action 
In the matter of aerial transport de- 
velopment, saying: "To postpone 
decision until after the war might 
well be to allow the manufactuilng 
induatry to langulah tor lack ot or- 
ders, and thus to lose the means of 
carrying out any policy that might 
eventually be determined upon. If 
therefore, the government accept our 
main proposition that the fullest pos 
slble development of civil aerial 
transport services immediately after 
the war Is a national necessity, and 
that it caonot be achieved without 
state action, it will be necessaif tor 
them to settle at once what form that 
action Is to take. If it Is to take 
be form of assistance to prhute enter- 
prise, It wiU be necessary tor the 
govemment to enter into commimlca- 
tion with the promoters ot such en- 
terprise, and lo satisfy themselves as 
to the sufficiency of their proposals. If 
it la to take the form of direct state 
ownership ot or participation in aerial 
trsaaport services, It will be necessary 
to settle precisely what services are 
to be undertaken, and to prepare in 
advance all the measures necessary 
for brlnslag them into operation Im- 
mediately on the declaration of peace 
In either event, the negotiation of a 
conveaiUoo, at any rate, with our Al 
lies, and, probably, the arrangement 
ot acreeneats wtth the Dominion and 
other gormments ot the Empire, to 
regulate Inter-lmperial and Interna- 
tional flying, would seem to be Indis- 
pensable preliminaries to action, and 
should we vsnture to suggest, be Uk- 
en in haad aa soon as possible." 



FOREIGN LANGUAGES 
WIU BE BARRED 

German Language Attacked by 
Bill in Michigan Legislature

Franklin Moore, Representative 
from St. Clair, re-eieoted to the Michi- 
gan Legislature, will introduce a bill 
soon aiming to forbid the use of a 
foreign language as a medium of in- 
struction in parochial or other schools 
in Michigan. The German language 
Is aimed at. 

In primary and grammar schools of 
the public school systems, all in- 
struction must be la English, although 
high school studeata may study for- 
eign languages aocordlng to' the terms 
of the bill. The same provision is 
aimed at for parochial schools. 

This bill will not aim to abolish 
the parochial schools or to Interfere 
with religious instruction therein, 
although the Wayne County Civic 
Association Is trying to initiate legis- 
lation toward thait end. 

Mr. Moore believes that school chil- 
dren can only bo properly prepared 
fbr United States citizenship" if they 
first receive Instruction in the Ian 
?uage ot the aatibn. He would fur» 
ther require that they study United 
States Klstory before they are in- 
structed about Bismarck and Freder- 
ick the Great. 

The superintendent of public in. 
struotion' reports that in 30 per cent, 
of the paroclilal sohools of the State 
the medium of Instruction is a lan- 
guage other than i:ngllsh. In 25 per 



cent, ot them, German is the 
spoken. 

Other data show that 30 per cent 
ot the parochial schools are Roman 
Calaolic and 27 per cent Lutheran. 

It is understood that Qeveiwir 
Sleeper will support the proposed WU 
of Representative Moore, and It fs 
believed there iMlI be slight oppoai*

In 
polemlca hia BMthoda ware fierce, but 
not ungenerous. He was a kind of 
Slavonic Dr. Samuel Johnson, and 
there were times when one might as 
well have tried to argue calmly with 
the Car of Juggeraant. Tliose who 
were tinld. Inarticulate, or physically 
iBoapaUe of suaUiniag a long discus- 
sion, would crMp away from his too- 
vigorous presence feeling Eaffled a^^d 
hurt, aad aarslag « secret resent- 
ment. This 'was unfortunate, for 
Staasov loved aad respected a relent- 
les opponent, and only those who 
held their own to the bitter end en- 
Joyed the fine experlcaee of a recon- 
ciliation with him. And how help- 
ful, considerate aad generous he was 
in dispensing troas his rich storaa of 
knowl«4ge. or his awdsat stofM of 
worMly p n aaaaalaaa, thera nuat be 
maay to testify for his private room 
at the ^blic Library waa the high- 
way of those in search of coun- 
•el or asaiataace of aay kiad. He 
had a remarkable faculty tot Im- 
partjag to othera a pasaion for work, 
a moat baneflclal power in the days 
when dilettantism was one of the 
worst bahfis of Ruastaa society, in 
bis hone, too, he clung to the old 
national ideal of hospiUllty for all 
who needed it, and no questions nak- 
ed. With all his rugged strength ot 
character, he had moncato ot chlM- 
Uke vaaity whaa ha lovad to appear 
beioro his admiring guesU attired m 
(he embroidered scarlet shirt, wide 
velvateea kaickers and high booU 
which madf up the hoHday eoatume 
of the Buasiéa peasant; or dressed 
like a boyard of old. With all this, 
he was absolutely free from the snoh- 
blshaeas which is sometimes 'an un- 
pleaaaat featura of the Russian chl- 
aomik, or otfleUl." 

"Once . . , 'Vlsdimlr Vsslllch' 
returned lat« one evening from his 
oouatry cottage at Pargotovo, with- 
out . troubling to change the natlon^il 
dress which he usually wore there. 
This costume was looked upon with 
disfavour In the capital, as savouring 
of a too-advanced liberalism and sym- 
pathy with the people. On arriving 
home, his fsmlly reminded him that 
Rubinstein waa playing that night at 
a concert of the I.R.M.S. and that 
by the time he had changed he would 
be almost tpo late to hear him. 'I 
caaaot miss BuMnsteIn,' said Vladimir 
yasslllch, 'I must go aa I am.' in 
vain his fanUly expoatulated, assuring 
him that 'aa exalted personage' and 
the whole court would be there.' ànd 
coasequently he must put on more 
correct attire. 'I will not miss Rub-' 
instein,' was all the answer they got- 
for their pains. Aad Stossov duly 
appeared in tbe Salle de la Noblesse 
in a red shirt with an embroidery of 
cocks and hens down the front. He 
was forgiven such breaches of eti- 
quette for the sake of his true nobil- 
ity and loyalty ot heart"

A SLAVONIC DB. JOlMSOir. 
"Vladimir Vasslllevich Staasov, who 
may be called the godtother ot Bua- 
slaa music— he stood sponsor tor so 
many compositions of all kinds— was 
bom in St. Petersburg, January 14, 
1826. He originally intended to fol- 
low his father's piofeiaioa aad beoome 
an architect But evantaally he was 
educated at tbe School of Jurisprud- 
ence and afterwards went abroad for 
a time. He studied art in many cen- 
ten, but chiefly la Italy, and Wrota a 
few articles during hta travaU. He 
returned to St Pateraburg, having ao- 
qtilred a command of maay langu- 
ages and laid tbe foundatloa of his 
wide critical 'knowledge. Tor a time 
he frequented the Impérial Public Li- 
brary. St Petenburg, where his in- 
dustry and enthusiasm attracted the 
notice of the director. Bacon Korf. 
who invited him to bacona hia tem- 
porary assistant. S uh aa q l w ntly Stas* 
80V entsred the service of the library 
and becfpe head of the department 
of fine arts. This, at least, was hi* 
title, although at the time when I 
know bint his Juilsdletioa seemed to 
have no defined limits," Mrs. Rosa 
Newmarch writes In "The Rsaslaii 
Opera.

In a vague, indefinite kind of way, 
the average reader realises that Ser- 
bia offered a stout resistance to her 
Austrian toe, that she twice arose 
from the depths of apparently cer- 
tain defeat to strike terror into the 
bean of the Invader, that she evi- 
denced most laudable qualities of 
courage, daah, aad heroiam, and that, 
whea overwhataaiBg forces of Ger- 
mans, Austrians, sad Bulgare simul- 
taneously attacked her on front and 
flank, her anatea gave way oader ir- 
resistible prassure. aad beat a tragic 
retreat to the Adriatic. But it is 
safe to assume that the vast majority 
of the cttisens of the allied countries 
tail to appreciate, in any adequate de- 
gree, the Immense hpportéace of the 
ttUiUry sanrlcaa which ahe hu ren- 
dered to the common cauee, and 
which risk, pertiaps, sinking Into in- 
significance in comparison with the 
sacrifices imposed on greater allies 
in other theatres of tha war. 

Up to the end of 1915. the role ot 
tbe Serbian Army was one ot steadily 
increoaiag importance. Its value was 
at first ooaflaed to its ability to detach 
a certaia Austriaa force from coop- 
ération with the Oerman armies on 
other frontiers. In effect the south- 
eastern theater originally absorbed 
some 3O0,0OO Austrfoas, oad thtis vit- 
ally weakened the forces opposed to 
Russia during tha critical period of 
concentration. 

At the begiaatng ot August. 1914, 
the -Serbian army was drawn up In 
a northerly, yet central, position, 
whence It could be opposed to on In- 
vasion either down the Morsva Val- 
ley or across the Drina River. It 
waa a tired, war-worn and Hi-equip- 
ped amy. Wllhln two years It had 
fought and beaten Turkey and Bul- 
garia, and suppressed a serious revo- 
lutiCD on the Albanian traatlcr. Itt 
ca^atAi were the same old guns that 
had batfered the way to victory 
through the tfiree

From time to time proposals have 
been made In Scotland to furnish the 
universities north of the Tweed with 
a fully equipped residential system 
comparable with the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge collepea, but they have never 
fully developed. Schemes, however, 
ot a less ambitious character have 
had a considerable measure of suc- 
cess. A well-known Edinburgh pro- 
fessor, some years ago,, with the fin- 
ancial, aid of a wealthy Scotsman, un- 
dertook to provide for university stu- 
denu by converting certain properties 
into hostels, as well as by erecting 
the well-appointed university settle- 
ment 'on the Castle Hill which was 
originally the home of Allan Ramsay. 

A correspondent of the Glasgow 
Herald, writing on the subject, says 
that on more than one occasion he 
haé the opportunity of Inspecting 
these properties, and that it cannot 
bo denied that the hostels in question 
have not only been singularly suc- 
cessful in fostering a spirit ot com- 
radeship, unknown elsewhere, but that 
they have been a flnanoial success. 
It seems that the Edinburgh profes- 
sor who started the scheme has been 
called "the landladies' enemy," but 
this friend of his is fully convinced 
that the plan has been the means of 
exercising an influence for good not 
to be equalled even in England. 

Indeed, ao great was the success 
of the Edinburgh University hostels 
that a proposal was made by a 
wealthy social reformer in the west 
of Scotland to finance the erection of 
a large building in Glasgow for a 
similar purpose. Plans were actual- 
ly prepared, so this correspondent un- 
derstands, and the Edinburgh profes- 
sor wag consulted, but the latter gave 
It as this opinion th.it the proposed

hend how a wave of academic enthusi- 
asm is to establish a system that took 
so many years to develop in those 
universities. There is much, in his 
opinion, to be said for a closer union» 
of students in the Scottish tiniversl- 
lles, but those who are interested ini 
education should think very seriously, 
befor^ committing themselves to »] 
scheme, however, well-intentioned, 
which has no reasonable prospect ot, 
success.

~ SUFFRAGE SUFFERS 15 
HUNOABT. 

The International Woman Suffrage 
News for October publishes an in- 
teresting account by Eugenie Mlskol- 
c:;y Meller of the Feminlstak Egye- 
Bulete describing how through the 
hostility ot Count Tlsza the Magyar 
women have been disappointed by the 
defeat of the women's suffrage amend- 
ment to the Suffrage Bill. 

The writer states that the ques- 
lon was,^ according to parliamentary 
custom, first discussed in the Suffrage 
Committee of the Lower House, but 
the vote was taken when 26 out of 
48 members ot the committee were 
absent, Including most of the friends 
of woman suffrage. It had been ex- 
pected that- the discussion would last 
several days, but, .through the influ- 
ence of Count Tliza, a vote was sud- 
denly taken as to whether the ques- 
tion of women's suffrage should bo 
discussed at all. It was known that 
there was a majority in the commit- 
tee in support of women'* suffrage, 
but at that moment less than half of 
the members were present, and ac- 
cordingly the resolution* was carried 
by one rote. 

This intrigue aroused great indigna- 
tion among suffraglsta and_ people 
generally. The Prime Minister at 
once announced that he would Intro- 
duce a women's suffrage resolution 
in the discusion of the Suffrage Bill, 
and events showed that this part of 
the bill aroused far greater-Interest 
than ■ any other part. A vigorous 
campal|ii was conducted in support 
of the measure. Numbers of meet- 
ings were held, leaflets were distri- 
buted, deputations were received by 
the parliamentary deputies. and 
strong support was givei^by the 
press. 

The articles goes on tb fea^ that 
when the Suffrage BUU^iiratîjameilt 
forward In ttae House, .the women'^ 
suffrage qneetkm, proved to be the
